The British parliament, which as- 


sembled Jan. 19, is likely* to have a 
lively time.

Ordinarily the floor is cover- 
ed with a rog. but when the plants are 
being watered this is taken up. The 
watering ia by means of a fine rote and 
hose fastened to a faucet iu the bath- 
room. 


The heat from the sitting room is or- 


dinarily enough, but in cold nights pails 
of water are stood around and the shades 
are lowered. On very cc!3 nights a small 
kcrosune stove aud newspapers between 
the shades and the glass give protection. 
Whenever the glass is frosted, the shades 
are kept drawn until tbe glass in clean 
and for some little time afterward. The 
•itting room ia heated by a small buse 
burner coal stove, and on top of it is 
kept a wide top open urn filled with 
water.

if ore time and trouble are spent by the 


proprietors in getting ixoper food and 
water for their feathered charges than 
an spent by many a head of a family 
with half a dozen children to provide 
for. Each particular breed of cbickeca, 
duck* or geese has in own houses and 
yardg. These latter are long runs, fenced 
iii with wire screenings or neat palings. 
Big trees afford shade to the feathered 
population and in that portion of the 
farm devoted to the web footed fowls 
large artificial ponds and winding brooks 
have been constructed, through which 
there is flowing a constant stream of 
water. 


Each yard or run has ite own proper 


bouse so constructed that it can be heat- 
ed by steam in winter and cooled by 
cold air ' in summer, thus insuring an 
even temperature throughout all sea- 
sons. Large fields are each season plant- 
ed with wheat, barley and buckwheat, 
acd through these the fowls can roam 
at all times, free to eat all they please 
of the tender youug green sprouts or of 
the fully developed grain. 


One peculiar feature of this farm is 


that all of the fowls are raised by artifi- 
cial means. The incubator house is a 
long, low structure, excellently venti- 
lated and lighted and kept at an even 
temperature throughout tbe year. Down 
the center of the long, narrow room are 
set two rows of wjiat at first appear to 
be old fashioned dressing tables. They 
are hardly that, however, but are in- 
stead tbe most improved incubators, and 
each one is constantly filled with high 
grade eggs iu a more or less advanced 
stage of incnbatiou. 


As soon as tbe tiny puff ball-like 


chicks emerge f com the shells, be they 
ducks or geese or chickens, they are re- 
moved from tbe incubator aud placed 
in another house, well lighted and scru- 
pulously clean. Here they are kept for 
a few days until they familiarize them- 
selves with the appearance of the world 
outside of an egg and until there is no 
doubt as to their health and strength. 
Then they are allowed ontside in «be 
runs if tbe season be warm, or if it is 
winter time they are kept in the house 
until springtime. 


Each year, between tbe 1st of Decem- 


ber and Jan. 15, competent judges visit 
tbe farm and "score" all the stock. 
When this is completed, such birds as 
are not up to tbe standard or are dis- 
qualified by any little mark or imperfec- 
tion are at once crated and shipped to 
market. Although eggs can ba hatched 
at any time of tbe .year, mo.it of the 
eggs are put into the incubator in Feb- 
ruary, March and April, 


There are practically two farms in 


one of these big ranches, what is known 
as farm No. 1 being devoted principally 
So the hatching of eggs and tbe raising 
of fancy pooJtry. Farm No. 3 is giveu 
up almost exclusively to the raising of 
Pekiue ducks and Toulouse geese. There 
are altogether between 8,000and 10,000 
fowls raised annually on this farm, and 
they are sent all over the earth.

One never having been over a lava 


field cau form but little idea of the 
chaotic manner in which the ingenious 
workmen have left the products of their 
labor. The only order observed ia disor- 
der of tbe most exaggerated kind, 
wherein every mas* of rock has been 
twisted or raised or depressed or arched 
over some cavern in a different way from 
that of its neighbors. Tbe cave* scatter- 
ed throughout ihese lava beds an of 
very varying shapes and dimensions. 
Some are mere covert w»ym, with an 
arch of stone thrown orer them. Others 
are immense chambers some yards from 
the surface, another kind is sank qnite 
deeply and may be in a aeries of cham- 
bers nnited by a corridor that opens at 
the surface, while another kind seems 
to go directly to the center of tbe earth 
without stopping. 


It is here that the stores of ice are 


found, which is formed from water that 
filters in annually from tbe melting 
snows above. 
Every winter the lava 


beds are covered with a fall of snow 
which varies from two to teu feet in 
depth. The temperature over this region 
in the coldest weather is often 26 or 
more degrees below zero, so that any 
water, that might be in the caves is 
frozen solid, unless tbe caves' months 
sbould be entirely covered with snow, 
which is not often the case. Now, when 
spring comes and the snow melts, the 
water percolates through into the cold 
storage chambers beneath aud is tbere 
congealed Uy the prevailing cold. 
It is 


in this way that ilia ice has bees made 
and stored for years. And were these 
caves accessible to market they would 
furnish tbe purest of ice to many cities 
for years to come. — Popular Science 
News.

Make C»e of tbe Scrap*. 


A small flock which receives tbe 


scraps from tbe table produces eggs 
when larger flocks are unprofitable, Tba : 
fact is plain that ibe smaller flock re- 
ceives better feeding. Table scraps nrs 
not grains. They contain a variety not 
found in tbe rations of a large flock. 
Bread, meat, potatoes, cooked vegeta- 
bles of several kinds as well us the sour 
milk, and even cake and pie, are in- 
cluded, to say nothing of peas and 
beaus, which are the best of all egg pro- 
ducing vegetables. This variety not 
only provides tbe bens with the ele- 
ments needed lor egg production, but it 
promotes digestion aud prevents disease. 
This kind of food would be costly if it 
were not the waste of the table, for it 
requires labor to prepare it. But as the 
result of feeding scraps is a production 
of eggs it is safe to say that if the 
game food, labor and care could be be- 
stowed on a thousand hens as a small 
flock receives tbe profits would be pro- 
portionately larger. 


1'oultry Point*. 


Because binding tbe legs of chickens 


and cats, carrying them with their 
beads down, does not kill them outright, 
it does not follow at all that it dons not 
canse ranch suffering. 


The biggest poultry ranch in the 


world is to be located new San Francia- 
co. It is expected tc yield 90,000 broil- 
era and 2,000,000 eggs a year. 


Russia has 57,000,000 hens. They 


average a yearly output of 4,000,000,- 
000 eggs and beat the French and Ger- 
man layers by about 600,000,000. 


When the hens are slow to lay, one of 


the best invigorators is a mess of lean 
meat twice or three times » week. 
About an ounce for each hen is sufficient 
at a meal.

A Submarine Mountain In the Middle of 


the Atlantic Ocean. 


Almost at the very center of tbe At- 


lantic ocean — only ft trifle north of the 
equator and about half way between 
South America and Africa — ia a sub- 
marine mountain so high that, in spita 
of tbe immense depth of tbe sea, it 
thrusts its peak 70 feet above tbe waves. 
This peak, startling from its position, 
forms a labyrinth cf islets, tbe whole 
not over half a -mile in circumference, 
known as St. Paul's rocks. So steep is 
the mountain, of which this lonely rest- 
ing place of sea birds is the summit, that 
one mile from these rocks a 500 fathom 
line with which soundings were at- 
tempted by Ross on bis voyage to tbe 
Antarctic failed to touch bottom. 


Were tbe bed of tbe eea to be suddenly 


elevated to a level with tbe dry land, 
St. Paul's rocks would b« tbe cloud 
capped peak of a mountain riling in 
sheer ascent in the midst of a broad 
plain. They are supposed to bave been 
formed by the same disturbance of na- 
ture which separated the Cape Verde is- 
lands from Africa. 


Treacherous currents make navigation 


in the vicinity of tbeeerocks dangerous. 
A Brazilian naval officer, who passed 
them ou au English steamer, tells mo 
that .the evening before they expected to 
sight them he was told by the captain 
that at 5 o'clock in the mowing they 
would appear about five miles west. At 
that hour the officer went on deck aud 
looked to the westward — -nothing but an 
expanse of heaving sea. He chauceu to 
turn, and there, five miles to the east- 
ward were — the rocks;. 
Tbe currents 


had, in less than 12 hours, carried a 
full powered Eteuuier ton miles out of 
her course. — Qustav Kobbe ia St. Nich- 
olas.

That 
melees began in the composing room, 
when a female compositor revolted at 
the unaccustomed combination of men- 
tal force, virility and originality.

pected. It shook the editorial and com- 
posing rooms, tbe business office and a 
limited number of worthy people who 
had seen "The Lurk" in manuscript as 
tbey had never beeu shaken save by the 
notorious Cahforman earthquake. The 
climax was precipitated when tbe justly 
indignant editor, whose motives, liter- 
ary judgment and good taste bad been 
impeached, declared that "The Luck of 
Roaring Oamp" should appear m the 
very next number of The Overland 
Monthly or be would resign ins office. 
Wisdom finally prevailed, tbe article 
appeared, Tbe Overland'g success was 
assured, and its editor was famous.

When the Hughes case was resumed 
before Judge Hammond in United 
States District court, Saturday after- 
noon. President S. S. Wheeler, of tbe 
First National Bank, of Lima, was 
recalled to tbe stand, and the dis- 
trict attorney continued his direct 
examination. Mr. Wheeler said that 
W. B. Richie, Wm. Melville and him 
self composed the discount commit- 
tee of the bank. 
His first knowl- 


edge of tbe excessive Monroe indebt- 
edness was acquired September 21st, 
1894, when Mr. Hughes stated tbat 
there was some indebtedness that 
the discount committee knew nothing 
about. Mr. Hughes told him tbat 
tbere were a number of drafts back 
in tbe vault of tbe bank. Witness 
said that he and Mr. Rich!e and Mr 
Hughes examicsd all these drafts 
together. As near as he could re- 
member, the drafts represented *70,- 
000 or over. 
Witness stated tbat at 


that time Mr. Hughes was cashier ol 
tbe bank and bad full charge of all 
tbe dally transactions of the bank, 
but had no authority to make loans 
and discounts. 


MR. WHEELBK CBOSS-EXASUNKD. 
On cross-examination Mr. Wheeler 


said that the bank was a regularly 
organized 
association, 
with 
by- 


laws and records of the elections ol 
officers. Here Attorney Brown moved 
to rule out all the previous testimony 
concerning the position Mr. Hughes 
held in tbe bank and bis duties 
The motion was overruled. 
Mr. 


Wheeler said that he had lived in 
Lima since 1881. 
Did not know 


when Mr. Hughes became connected 
with the First National. 
Said that 


when "he went into the bank in 
November, 1893, two or three direc- 
tors resigned. Was not aware ot .any 
trouble in tbe bank at that time. 
The president of tbe bank whom he 
succeeded resigned at that time 
Heard certain conversations among 
directors, but heard no reference 
about any trouble in tbe bank. Wit- 
ness learned at the time he went 
into the bank, in November, 1863, 
that the Monroe Manufacturing Co's 
indebtedness was 930,000, »20,000 of 
which was discounts, or endorsed 
liabilities, and tbe otber 110,000 was 
a direct loan. 
Witness understood 


between November, 1893, and tbe 
time tbat Mr. JBetts visited the bank, 
in 1894, tbat tbe Monroe indebted- 
ness bad been reduced somewhat from 
time to time as the notes were re- 
newed, and understood that at one 
time tbe direct loan bad been reduced 
to 88,000. Witness did not go over 
the books of tbe bank when he be- 
came president 
Remembered tbat 


C S Brice. R. E Jones, Wm. Mel- 
ville, W. B. Richie, J. M. Ooe and 
himself were directors ot the bank 
when Hugbes was re-elected cashier 
Knew Mr. Hughes since 1881 
Knew 


him to be a man of familv. 
From 


information, did not consider him a 
man of means at the present time. 


F. C. CUNNINGHAM CALLED. 


F. C. Cunningham was the next 


witness cal ed. He stated that he 
bad been assistant cashier of tbe 
First 
National Bask since 1891 


Went into the bank In 1885. Mr 
Hughes was connected with the bank 
when he went there. Identified the 
signatures of Mr. Hugbes, W. B. 
Richie, Wm. Melville and J. M Coe 
on page of sheet of paper handed him. 
Identified figures of Mr. Hughes on 
tbe paper; also tbe signature of W. 
L. Mackenzie. Identified figures of 
bis own on opposite side of the sheet. 
Witness said J. M Coe was not now 
living. Witness said he bad seen the 
sheet before, and stated tbat it was a 
report of the First National Bank 
made to the comptroller of currency 
on July "l 8th, 1894. Witness said be 
had made the figures on the back of 
tbe report under the direction of Mr 
Hughes. Got' tbe figures of loans 
and discounts from Mr. Hugbes; got 
otber figures from Mr. Hughes, and 
some from tbe books of the bank. 
Witness was under direction of Mr. 
Hughes at tbat time. Witness iden- 
tified a number of tbe books of tbe 
ETlrst National Bank that were in 
the court room. 


Mr. Cunningham was temporarily 


excused and W. B Richie was called 
to the stand.

Lima last evening and this morn- 


ing experienced one of tbe severesi 
blizzard* that it has felt for several 
years. It began t; turn cold Saturday 
night, and Sunday 
morning the 


thermometer registered ra tber low. 11 
continued cold all day until about 
3 o'clock when tbe thermometer reg- 
litered about 12 degrees above zero. 
From this on the temperature begun 
to lower very rapidly and at 5 o'clock 
zero was registered 
At 8 o'clock it 


had dropped to 10 degress below zero 
and continued running down until 
about 4 o'clock this morning, when 
some thermometers registered as 
low as 24 degrees below zero. 
Tbe 


majority of thermometers over the 
city, however, registered from 18 to 
20 
degrees 
below 
zero. 
Tbe 


cold spell 
was 
unexpected 
and 


no 
doubt 
many 
persons 
who 


were thinly clothed and were without 
fuel suffered greatly. The cold spell 
is general and is very severe in the 
northwest. 


The severest part of the blizzard 


struck Chicago last evening, and we 
here may yet experience some weather 
colder than what was felt last even- 
ing. 


The cold affected the attendance 


at the parochial school and several of 
the departments were dismissed- 
The pnbltc school suffered but little 
from the cold The only places where 
tbe pupils complained were at tbe 
annex to tbe south Pine street build- 
Ing and in two rooms in tbe south 
Elizabeth street building. 


Tbe extremely cold weather has 


greatly impeded the train §er7ice, 
and especially the freight traffic. 
The engine to the fast freight No. 
93 of the C , H. & D , due here at 11

late, and the C.. H. & D. passenger

Most of the freight trains that are 
moving on the various roads have 
been arriving very light.
